SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Sidney; I herewith submit 
the annual report of the Superintendent of Schools: 

The town of Sidney has maintained the same number of 
schools this year as was maintained last year, namely six. The 
same number of schools will be maintained, undoubtedly, until 
such time as the people decide if they wish to do something 
about consolidation. 

There have been two changes in our teaching staff since 
last year. At the West Sidney School, Leonard Plourde is teach- 
ing and at the Cowan School, Christine Benson is employed as 
teacher. These teachers are both properly certified and are doing 
good work. The list of teachers with their grades and enroll- 
ment is as follows: 


Christine Benson, Cowan School, Jr. Pr.—3 Enrollment 29 
Leonard Plourde, West Sidney School, Grades 4-8 Enrollment 27 
Inez Torrey, Lincoln School, Jr. Pr.-4 Enrollment 28 


Ruby Burton, Bacon’s Corner School, Grade 5-8 Enrollment 18 
Alice Reynolds, Longfellow School, Jr. Pr.-4 Enrollment 23 


Wenona Goff, Thayer’s Corner School, Grades 5-8 Enrollment 29 

In each school there has been good pupil progress and it is 
always a pleasure to note an improvement in scholarship. In 
four of our schools, the number of grades compared with the 


26 ANNUAL REPORT 


number of pupils is large. You may easily comprehend what this 
means when a teacher has twenty-eight or more pupils spread 
through four or five grades. It takes administrative ability as 
well as teaching skill to do a good job. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS: It is evident that repair money 
must be expended from time to time in order to keep our pre- 
sent buildings in proper condition. There are those who feel that 
this is money being thrown away because we still have old build- 
ings after spending money on them. On the other hand, to inaugu- 
rate a building program for some type of a consolidated school 
plan means that much planning and thinking must be done to 
avoid what might be serious mistakes in time to come. It is my 
recommendation that the people think very constructively in re- 
gard to this problem, looking at it over a period of time with the 
welfare of every boy and girl in the town of Sidney considered 
carefully. Another point which must be borne in mind is the 
financial ability of the town to finance any kind of a consolida- 
ted building program. 


_ During the past year some constructive work was done in 
Improving the lighting in Lincoln School and changing the en- 
trance at the Holmes School. | 

The Thayer’s Corner School is in bad condition and will re- 


quire a large repair program including the alteration of the pre- 
sent entry. 


FINANCE: The Town Of Sidney has benefited by an increase 
inequalization money and at the same time the budget shows an- 
other increase over the past year. This increase is due largely 
to high school tuition and conveyance. It should be borne in mind 
that the town has hada unusually low conveyance costs previous 
to the present year. However the present conveyance fully justi- 
fies the extra cost because of the splendid service which is be- 
ing rendered with comfortable and safe equipment. The con- 
veyance lists is as follows:

Every effort has been made to keep the expenses at a 
minimum and to give the town the benefit of one hundred cents 
for every dollar spent. 

This report closes with a financial statement. I also wish 


to thank the School Board, town officials, teachers, and all citi- 
zens who have contributed to the success of our schools.

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ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Sidney : 
I hereby submit the following report for the year ending 
February. 10, 1950: 


Most of the money alloted to roads this year was spent on 
gravel. The roads broke up early and so badly that we had to 
do some very expensive hauling. 


The road planning committee made their recommendations 
and along with these we spent part of the Summer Highways 
and Bridges Allotment. 


Through road from the Pond to the River Road has been 
completed and should be passable the year round. We were 
fortunate on this job. We were able to load, haul and level the 
gravel for .57.7 per yd. Our supervisor advised letting the 
gravel out by the job on state aid. It was done for TS per yd. 
including purchase of gravel. 


The last two or three summers have been very hard on 
dirt roads due to extremely dry conditions. It would seem to 
me if this continues the town should look into the possibilities 
of using chloride. 


Because of the new law regarding care of brush after cutting 
and due to extremely dry conditions we had to stop cutting 
bushes. 


There are many culverts in town that should be replaced 
due to wearing out and being inadequate for the flow of water. 
We intended doing some of that this year but the need of 
gravel was so great that we used the money for this in hopes that 


culverts would be lower in price in the near future. 
In closing I would like to thank the citizens of the town of 


Sidney for their cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD PLANNING COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Sidney : 

The Long-Range Road Planning Committee held six meetings 
during the past year. We made a thorough inspection of the 
highways and culverts. There is a great need of replacing 
around sixteen culverts in the near future. 


We made the following recommendations:

Quaker Road So. of Kelley Hill 400 371 yds. 
Shepherd Road 200 316 yds. 
Philbrick Road 100 134 yds. 
Robinson Road 200 238 yds.

Reynold’s Hill Road 100 150 yds. 


All the gravel used for these roads except the Mills and Robin- 
son Roads was hauled from the River Road. The cost per yard 
varies somewhat but this of course is due to the distance hauled 
and the condition of the road on which we were hauling. 


The Long Range Road Planning Committee recommends 
that the town investigate the possibilities of using chloride on 
the road. We also recommend the closing of the Terry Road, 
so called, from the Springer Cemetery to the river.

FOREST FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Walter Berryman is Sidney Forest Fire Warden with depu- 
ties C. Wilmot Gifford and George M. Ellis. 

Changes in the laws regarding Forest Fires as follows: 
SLASH AND BRUSH DISPOSAL 

Responsibility of slash or brush disposal rests entirely on 
whoever “cuts, causes or permits to cut” forest growth. Such 
slash or brush must be moved back fifty feet from the shoulder 
of the pavement of any public highway, or road. 

All slash and brush shall be removed the required distances 
within 30 days after cutting or 30 days after being notified to 
remove it. A violator of this section is liable to a. fine -of 
$100.00 or 30 days imprisonment or both. 

BURNING PERMITS 

It is unlawful for any person to kindle a fire for the purpose 
of clearing land or burning logs or stumps, roots, brush, slash, 
fields of dry grass, pasture, and blueberry land except when 
the ground is covered with snow without first obtaining a 


written permit. Permits are issued by the Town Forest Fire 
Wardens. 


A permit is necessary for any person to burn, even on his 
own land. 


A burning permit does not relieve the person of legal re- 
sponsibility if the fire ig allowed to escape or cause damage to 
the property of another. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 


Greetings: 

Since the formation of a Local Health Council, Sidney can 
well be proud of its Health Program. The monthly Child Health 
Conference makes available, regular medical supervision and 
free immunization for diphtheria, whooping cough and small- 
pox. Thru the Health Council facilities, free immunization 
against tetanus has been added. 

In 1949, nine Child Health Conferences were held with to- 
tal attendance of 96 infant and preschool children; 62 physical 
examinations were given; 27 immunizations against diphtheria 
and whooping cough; 14 against smallpox, and 3 against tet- 
anus. The Council is now working on a plan for transportation 
facilities for those families who would otherwise not be able to 
take advantage of the service. 

Mrs. Whynott, Local Health Officer and her committee de- 
serve great credit for promoting the Fluorine treatment. 

In June the Sidney Health Council entertained the Health 
Councils of District III. This meeting was preceded by a din- 
ner, after which panel discussion, on different phases of health, 
was conducted by council members with experts in their re- 
spective fields present for consultation. This was the third such 
meeting in District III and not only stimulated our members, 
but gave other communities an incentive toward better health 
programs. 

Home visiting for special services has been done, the 
nurse working closely with the family and other agencies. 

Plans for the Health Program for 1950 will be discussed at 
the next local Health Council meeting. 

In closing, may I thank the town officials, school per- 
sonnel and Local Health Council for the splendid cooperation 
in 194y,

An examination has been completed of the books and re- 
cords of the Town of Sidney for the year ended February 10, 
1949. This examination was conducted in confromity with gen- 
‘ erally accepted auditing standards and included a check of all 
cash transactions, a complete analysis of distribution of receipts 
and such test checks of other operations as seemed advisable.

ASSETS | 

The cash balance of $7,546.83 as reflected by the Trea- 
surer’s records was represented by cash on hand of $794.42 de- 
posited Feb. 14, 1949, and cash in bank of $6,752.41. The check 
book balance of $6,752.41 was reconciled with the Feb. 10, 1949 
bank statement furnished by the Depositors Trust Company. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits and it was 
determined that all monies for which receipts had been wrritten 
had been properly and promptly deposited. 

All expenditures were made by check and were supported 
by properly authorized warrants. 

Accounts receivable totaling $550.95 represents charity ac- 
counts. The detail is shown on Schedule A—1. 

The 1948 tax commitment book was added, checked and 
found to be in agreement with the Assessors’ records. The Total 
commitment was settled by the Tax Collector. 

All transactions concerning tax liens were reviewed and 
found to have been handled properly. Tax Liens outstanding in 
the amount of $703.68 were checked and listed. 

A capital reserve fund was created for the purpose of build- 
ing a new school building. This fund was increased by 61,056.19 
during the current year as a result of interest of $56.19, and a 
Town appropriation of $1,000.00. The fund totals $4,103.27 and 
is invested in a savings account. The pass book was examined. 

A sinking fund was created by a transfer from general fund 
cash for the payment of maturing bonded debt. One $1,000.00 
bond was retired during the current year. This fund totals $2- 


000.00 and is invested in a savings account. The pass book was 
examined. 


LIABILITIES 


The accounts payable totaled $97.60 and represents with- 
holding tax deductions $96.60 and an Overpayment by the Tax 
Collector of $1.00. ; 

The bonds payable totaled $2,000.00. These bonds mature 
$1,000.00 annually, the last bond to be paid in 1950. 


RESERVE AND SURPLUS 


The reserve for authorized expenditures of $1,388.82 re- 
presents the balances of certain appropriation accounts which 
have been carried forward to be expended in the ensuing year. 
The detail is presented on Exhibit D. 


The unappropriated surplus at the year end totaled $7,087.- 
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51. There was an increse in this account of $2,664.74 during the 
year which was represented by the net gain from operations of 
$2,412.49 and the gain from sale of property of $252.25. 


TRUST FUNDS 

The trust fund investments were examined and listed. In- 
come withdrawn from these funds appeared to have been ex- 
pended properly. 


GENERAL 
The Treasurer and Tax Collector furnished a corporate 
surety bond. 
_ The following excise tax receipts were examined, and found 
to have been properly deposited with the Treasurer:

An examination was made of vouchers and pay rolls on file 
in the Selectmen’s office and so far as could be determined from 
this examination they appeared to be proper charges and cor- 
rectly recorded. The vouchers on file consisted of School Ac- 
counts and highway pay rolls. Vouchers for other accounts were 
not available for examination. 

During the course of the examination of the Assessors and 
Tax Collector’s records, it was noted that the abatements had 
not been approved by the Assessors as required by Chapter 81, 
Section 39 of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 

The Selectmen’s ledger was incomplete inasfar as the dis- 
tribution of the warrants was concerned. 

The following recommendations appear to be worthy of con- 
sideration by the municipal officials: 

(1) That, the Assessors furnish the Tax Collector 
with an approved list of all abatements allowed, 
or an individual abatement slip for each tax abated. 

(2) That, the Selectmen complete the ledger by post- 
ing each month the expenditures in total from the 
distribution book to each appropriation account. 
The total of the expenditures should equal the 
total of the warrants. 

(3) That, vouchers supporting all expenditures be 
filed in the Selectmen’s office.
